Lackawanna, Erie Railroads File Petition

NEW YORK - In an effort 
to halt ever-increaaing losses 
from Hudson R iver ferry se r­ 
vice, the E rie and L ackaw anna 
R ailroads have filed a petition 
w ith the In te rsta te Com m erce 
Commission to Increase in te r­ 
state passenger fares to and 
from New York City w here 
ferry service is utilized. 
U nder 
the 
Railroads* pro* 
posa I th ere will be no Increase 
In fare* fo r passengers term ­ 
inating th eir Journey at H o­ 
boken or Jersey City, nor will 
there be any increase In travel 
expense for passengers n o w 
using Hudson Tubes or bus se r­ 
vice betw een Hoboken or J e r ­ 
sey City and New York City.

Th< se “insane asylums'’ were not 
considered as hospitals for the treat* 
merit of sumeont with an illness; rath­ 
er, they were regarded all too often as 
places of incarceration. 
Once com- 
mitted, a patient frequently was doom­ 
ed to spend the rest of his life at the 
institution. 
Because it wa« operated on a skimpy 
nnijret, the over-crowded institution 
seldom was aid* to provide many of the 
facilities and the trained personnel 
reeded for proptr care, 
hood as a rule 
lacked 
hoth 
quality 
and 
quantity. 
Cramped sleeping quarters did not al­ 
low for sufficient rest. 
The patient usually had little or no 
personal contact with the outside world 
except possibly for an occasional visit 
from some member of his family. 
It 
was natural, therefore, for even those 
patients with a curable illness to be­ 


come mtfre depressed, rather than less, 
because the atmosphere essential for 
their recovery was lacking. 
In recent years considerably more 
money has been allocated for the care 
and housing of the mentally ill. 
And 
steady progress has l>een made in treat­ 
ing the cases. 
One of the greatest aids to the new 
approach in treatment is the person-to- 
l>erson relationship which authorities 
seek to build up between patients and 
volunteer workers. 
The volunteers supplement the regu­ 
lar staff in helping to bring about re­ 
covery by engaging in numerous activ­ 
ities with the patients, such aa hobbies, 
crafts, sports, educational training and 
the like. 
“The volunteer program,'* said Dr. 
Robert A. Matthews, commissioner of 
mental health, “has provided the neces­ 
sary bridge to society from which the 
patient has come and towards which 
he is striving to return.” 
It is not surprising, therefore, to 
learn that a greater percentage of pa­ 
tients is now- returning to normal liveli­ 
hoods than ever before. 
With con­ 
tinued advances in the treatment and a 
greater understanding of mental health 
on 
the 
public’s 
part, 
even greater 
strides can be expected in the future.
